date of the first email?

Q. Okay. And what is that as far as time-wise in relation to 


your first contact with Dr. Wright?

Okay. Before this email that you have up, had you had 


-—- did you know anyone named Uyen Nguyen? 


No, I didn't. 


Your introduction to Uyen Nguyen came from whom? 


Dr. Wright.

MR. BRENNER: Your Honor, at this point, we'd like
